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SP Entertains Thousands 


At Sacramento Centennial 


HE E. Clampus Vitus Hangtown 

Band of Placerville, clad in bright 
red shirts and blue jeans, stood in the 
early morning sunshine playing a Cali- 
fornia college fight song, trumpets blast- 
ing the air, the big bass drum thumping. 
A little boy holding tightly to his grand- 
father’s hand, his eyes large with ex- 
citement, glanced to his left and sud- 
denly piped, “Oh, Grandpa, here she 
comes!” 

Chugging slowly around a bend in 
the track some 100 yards away, came 
old 2248, 2 diamond-stacked locomotive, 
pulling an early vintage train, including 
an old Sierra Ry. coach complete with 
pot-bellied stove. Steam escaping from 
the sides, black smoke rolling skyward, 
her high-pitched whistle going full 
blast, the little locomotive was an un- 
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forgettable sight. The 7,000 people 
gathered at the Sacramento passenger 
station broke into spontaneous applause 
and cheers. This was the high spot of 
our 100th anniversary celebration held

August 9 at Sacramento, birthplace of 
the Southern Pacific. 

Tt was on August 9, 1855, that the first 
rails of the Sacramento Valley Railroad 
were laid—a 23-mile stretch of track ex- 
tending from Sacramento to Folsom, the 
first this side of the Rockies. This little 
line Jater became part of the Central 
Pacific, parent company of the SP. 

In the hundred year span since then 
the West and the Southern Pacific have 
grown together; both are still compara- 
tively young and both continue their 
amazing growth, 

People from many California points 
trekked to the festively decorated Sacra- 
mento station last August 9 to pay trib- 
ule to the SP and to enjoy the fun. 

In the park in front of the station 
our historic No. 1 engine, the “C. P. 
Huntington,” attracted admiring crowds, 
and spotted on Track 2 was an impres- 
sive 13 unit Hne-up of old and modern 
equipment arranged in “open-house” 
position for spectators to inspect at their 
leisure. 

Lined up were a 3-unit diesel; a cab- 
ahead; an early oil burner contributed 
by NWP for the occasion; the sprightly 
V. & T. Genoa, of 1873; the Gold Coast, 
formerly owned by Lucius Beebe; a 
Daylight coach car; Dome Lounge Car; 
diner; sleeper; PFE refrigerator car; a 
Damage Free car; a modern box car, 
built in the Sacramento Shops; a “Tele- 
vue” Car and a caboose. On a nearby 
siding were a loaded “Piggy-Back” car 
and a new PMT truck-trailer. From 
early morning until late in the evening 
an estimated 20,000 people wandered 
through these cars. The youngsters par- 
ticularly enjoyed sitting in the cabs of 
the diesels and the Genoa. Bells on the 
Genoa and the NWP Locomotive, No. 
112, were rung by eager young hands 
continuously. 

‘Thanks are due especially to the Rail- 
way .& Locomotive Historical Society 
for lending us several of the historical 
pieces of equipment we displayed.

Under the derby and behind the mustache is 
Alfred Bennetts, engineer, who piloted the 
old-time train into jhe Sacramento station 
during our centennial celebration August 9.

The official Centennial ceremony be- 
gan at 10:30 a. m. precisely, when loco- 
motives on SP’s system-—from New 
Orleans to Portland and from Sacra- 
mento to Ogden—sounded their whistles 
in a mass salute to the 100th anniver- 
sary of railroading in the west. 

For ten seconds, steam whistles and 
diesel horns reverberated in principal 
terminals and yards over more than 
13,000 miles of railroad tracks. When 
the last echo died down in Sacramento, 
a pageant—‘From Trail to Rail”—de- 
picting events which led to the estab- 
lishment in 1855 of the Sacramento 
Valley Railroad, was begun. 

Coming right out of history and 
parading past a roped-off section along- 
side the main tracks of the Sacramento 
station, were a mounted Spanish Con- 
quistador, Kit Carson Mountain Men of 
Jackson, California, and other trappers 
‘dressed in buckskins’ and ‘coonskin hats, 
a Franciscan ‘padre ‘astride a balky bur-

ro, prospectors, a pony express rider, 2 
stagecoach, a survey crew sent out by 
Theedore Judah, builder of the SVRR, 
a handcar carrying a silk-hatted and 
frock-coated Judah on an inspection 
tour of the first 400 feet of track laid 
on the Sacramento Valley line. And 
finally, the E, Clampus Vitus Hangtown 
Band of Placerville, heralding the ar- 
rival of the steam train pulled by old 
2248, 


After the old-time train had come to 
a stop at the station and the spectators’ 
applause had abated, members of Placer- 
ville Hangtown Pioneer Quadrille Club 
arose from their places on the flatcar, 
part of the train’s consist, and per- 
formed a square dance, accompanied by 
a fiddle, an accordion and an harmonica 
(the latter being played enthusiastically 
by an elderly foot-tapping lady). The 
dancers, attired in the fashions of last 
century, made a colorful scene, top hats 
bobbing, full skirts flaring, as they 
swung their partners and clapped their 
hands to the catchy music of another 
era. 

At the conclusion of the square dance, 
Robert Miller, superintendent of the 
Sacramento Division, and master of 
ceremonies of the pageant, introduced 
the Lt. Governor of California, Harold 
Powers, who congratulated the SP on 
their accomplishments in the West. 
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Other prominent speakers were Mayor 
H. H. Hendren of Sacramento; Cyril 
Thomas, president of the Chamber of 
Commerce of Folsom; and special guest, 
Henry Ray Judah, grand nephew of 
Theodore Judah. 


On hand aboard the flatear to repre- 
sent the SP were President D. J. Russell 
and Vice-Presidents G. L. Buland, J. 
W. Corbett, P. J. Kendall, D. J. Me- 
Ganney,. C. E. Peterson and W. G. 
Peoples. In a short address, Russell said 
that SP’s progress was evidenced by the 
contrasting old and new equipment on 
display at the station. 

Miller closed the program by paying 
tribute to the shopmen of Sacramento 
who had refurbished and painted the 
old equipment for the pageant, and as 
the Hangtown Band swung into a rous- 
ing march tune, the old-time train edged 
forward until the nose of the diamond- 
stacked locomotive was alongside that 
of the 3-unit diesel on Track 2. Scores 
of photographers crowded around to 
take pictures. 

Other features of our Centennial cele- 
bration included a fascinating display of 
SP communications, old and new, in- 
side the depot and all day showing of 
SP movies in an air-conditioned car. 

Climaxing the day’s events was a 
dinner in the Hotel Senator at which 
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Southern Pacific was host to local and 
state officials and community leaders 
and historians. Speaking at this af- 
fair, President Russell predicted “great- 
er railroad developments than those 
in past years” and pledged that SP 
will continue its program of progressive- 
ness and modernization. ‘Sacramento 
Chamber of Commerce President Frank 
MacBride, Jr., and Lt. Gov. Powers also 
were speakers. 

So that was the way we celebrated 
our 100th birthday. There were music, 
pageantry and speeches; there were the 
equipment displays, mute evidence of 
our growth; there were thousands of our 
friends on hand to wish us well. 


It was a darned good birthday party.

ETIREMENT of M. EF. Maurer as 
special assistant, Executive De- 
partment, San Francisco, and appeoint- 
ment of Arnold Wickman to succeed 
him was announced July 31.

E--gene Yard to Be Doubled in Size 


LANS to invest almost $5°4 million 

for an enlarged and modernized 
switching yard at Eugene have heen 
announced. Construction of the facility 
—almost twice as large as the present 
yard—is expected to require two years, 

When completed, the present flat 
switching yard will have been converted 
to a gravity type yard with radar con- 
trols and automatic switching, flood- 
lighted for operations around the clock, 
and will simplify freight train opera- 
tions by taking over much of the switch- 
ing work now done at Portland, Klam- 
ath Falls, and as far south as Roseville. 

This enlarged Eugene yard not only 
will expedite movements of freight be- 
tween the Pacific Northwest and other 
areas but will further speed up the de- 
livery of Oregon products to distant 
markets ranging from California to the 
Eastern seaboard. 

The present yard contains 33.6 miles 
of track with capacity for 2,325 cars. 
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The new yard will contain 77.7 miles of 
track with capacity of 5,060 cars, 

Gravity “hump” for the speedy (three 
to four cars a minute) sorting of cars 
into outgoing trains, will be radar con- 
trolled, operating with full efficiency no 
matter what the visibility may be. Re- 
tarders controlled by the radar will 
govern speed of the cars for the rapid 
but safe switching. Part of the installa- 
tion will be a 200-ton electronic scale 
which will be able to weigh a loaded 
freight car in three seconds as it rolls 
down the hump track. The cars will be 
directed into the proper tracks in the 
fan of 48 tracks in the receiving yard 
below the hump by track switches that 
will be under automatic control. 

First phase of the construction calls 
for, an expenditure of almost $2,000,000 
and will include construction of some 
of the additional trackage, the “hump” 
or man-made hill 19 feet high, and the 
electronic scale. 
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B. M. Brown Retires; Motive 


Power Promotions Announced: 


OLLOWING a career in railroading 

that spanned more than 44 years, B. 
M. Brown, general superintendent of 
motive power, retired August 1. His suc- 
cessor is S. M. Houston, who has been 
Brown’s assistant since 1942. Houston is 
succeeded by N, L. McCracken, formerly 
assistant superintendent motive power, 
Los Angeles. W. J. McHugh has been 
promoted from master mechanic to suc- 
ceed McCracken. 

Brown joined SP in Texas as a drafts- 
man in 1911 and rose through various 
positions to be master mechanic at El 
Paso in 1919. After serving in motive 
power capacities in Texas and Louisi- 
ana he was assigned to San Francisco in 
1936 as assistant general superintendent 
motive power. He was appointed gen. 
supt. MP, in 1942. 


Houston began as a machinist ap- 
prentice in 1913, working his way up to 
master mechanic for the former Arizona 
Eastern Railroad. In 1924 he began a 
long stint with the SP of Mexico, much 
of it as superintendent of motive power 
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and asst. general manager of that former 
SP subsidiary. In 1939 he became assist- 
ant superintendent motive power, Los 
Angeles, and served there until his ap- 
pointment to San Francisco in 1942. 
McCracken started with SP as a ma- 
chinist apprentice at Sacramento in 1920, 
working at various shops in Sparks, Sac- 
yamento, Dunsmuir and Eugene until his 
appointment as master mechanic at 
Tucson in 1944, He worked in the same 
capacity at Los Angeles from 1946 until 
1951 when he was appointed asst. gen- 
eral supt. motive power, Pacific Electric. 
In January, 1954, he was appointed asst. 
superintendent motive power, SP, the 
position he held until his last promotion. 


McHugh’s career with SP began in 
1928 when he joined as a machinist at 
Bakersfield, Working his way through 
various shop positions he became su- 
perintendent of shops, Los Angeles, in 
1944, In 1954 he was promoted to master 
mechanic, working in this capacity until 
his appointment to asst. superintendent 
motive power, last month. 


New Department Formed For 
Passenger-Public Relations

UBLIC relations work became the 

direct responsibility of more than 
1,000 men and women of the Southern 
Pacific Transportation System, effective 
September 1. 

As of that date the 38 members of 
the headquarters public relations staffs 
at San Francisco, Houston, Los Angeles 
and Portland were merged with the for- 
mer Passenger Traffic Department of 
1087 to form a new department titled 
Passenger Traffic-Public Relations. It 
is headed by Claude E, Peterson with 
the title of vice president system passen- 
ger. trafic-public relations: 

In announcing the sweeping change, 
unique among railroads of America, 
President D. J. Russell said the merg- 
ing of the two departments is designed 
to give greater emphasis and importance 


to our railroad’s public relations efforts. 

Effect will be to convert into a public 
relations representative each of the for- 
mer passenger men and women located. 
not only along SP lines but throughout 
the nation, Along’ with thefr traffie du- 
ties they will have direct responsibility 
for public relations matters in their 


areas, 


A “family meeting” of key public re- 


lations and passenger personnel was 
held in San Francisco, August 30 and 
31, to Iaunch the new program. Vice 
President Peterson explained that a 
broad outlook will be adopted, his de- 
partment working with the Operating, 
Freight, Law and other departments and 
with the various publicity media such as 
newspapers, magazines, radio, television, 
motion pictures, and with the communi- 
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ties, organizations, schools, legislators 
and the general public. 

Under the new setup, F. Q. Tredway, 
former general advertising manager for 
Southern Pacific, has become assistant 
to vice president with jurisdiction over 
both advertising and public relations. 
K. C. Ingram, formerly in charge of 
public relations at San Francisco head- 
quarters, retains his title of assistant to 
president, with special duties. J. C. 
Carter of Houston retains his title and 
public relations duties as executive as- 
sistant on the lines in Texas and Louisi-

Yuma Div. Made

'O keep pace with the rapidly grow- 

ing Los Angeles and Southern Cali- 
fornia areas, SP split its present Los 
Angeles Division into two parts, effective 
September 1, calling one part Yuma Di- 
vision. 

Headquarters for both Divisions will 
continue to be in Los Angeles. 

Prior to 1892 SP operated a “Yuma 
Division” embracing practically the iden- 
tical territory now included in the new 
division, which will extend from east of 
Alhambra to include Yuma, the Hine 
through the Imperial Valley, as well as 
the Redlands, Chino, Riverside, Tustin, 
Stanton, Sania Ana, Puente, Westmor- 
Jand and Sandia branches and the line 
from Yuma to Gadsden. 

The new Los Angeles Division will ex- 
tend from and include Santa Barbara 
through Los Angeles to Alhambra, from 
Los Angeles through Saugus. 

W. E. Eastman, who has been super- 
intendent of the San Joaquin Division, 
was appointed superintendent of the new 
Yuma Division, effective September 1. 
T. A. Purcell, formerly asst. supt., LA 
Div., headquarters at Beaumont, will be 
asst. supt. of the Yuma Div.

PROMOTIONS of Clayton E. Ward to 
assistant freight traffic manager, 
T&ENO, Houston, and George E, Miller 
to assistant to the vice president—system 
freight traffic, headquarters SF, were 
announced last month. 

F. E. Kriebel was advanced to assist- 
ant to the freight traffic manager—rates

Ward joined SP at San Francisco in 
1936, starting as a secretary in the 
Freight Traffic Department.

He supervised rate 
publication for SP’s new trailer-flatcar 
service. 

Beginning service with SP in Cleve- 
land in 1946, Kriebel went to New York 
in 1949 as city freight agent, foreign 
agent and then assistant to the freight 
traffic manager, and in August, 1954, was 
promoted to general freight agent—rates, 
Chicago. 


We Add 2,725 
Cars at Cost 
of 23 Million 


prays to acquire 2,725 new freight 
cars at a cost of more than $23 mil- 
lion were announced last month. 

Bex cars, the most popular type 
freight car, will number 2,350, augment- 
ing 950 ordered last July. The re- 
mainder of the order is 275 70-ton 
hopper cars and 100 50-ton flatcars for 
pulpwood. This new order raises the 
number of freight cars acquired or on 
order by SP since World War Ii to 
about 47,000, of which some 28,350 are 
box cars. 

The Sacramento Shops will build the 
box cars in the new order of which 
1,750 will be the 50-ton, 50-foot double- 
door type. An additional 250 will be 
equipped with boom-type autoloaders, 
and 350 will be 50-ton, 50-foot single- 
door box cars equipped with damage- 
free loading facilities and SP’s new 
hydra-friction cushion underframe. 

Deliveries of the new cars are expect- 
ed to begin this fall and will continue 
through 1956. The Sacramento Shops, 
which already have built approximately 
12,000 cars in the last five years, are 
producing at the recently stepped-up 
rate of 12 per day.

RETIREMENT of L. P. Hopkins as 
superintendent, Portland Division, 
and subsequent new appointments were 
announced in July. 

L, R. Smith, assistant superintendent, 
Portland Division, succeeds Hopkins; B. 
W. Bishop, assistant superintendent, 
San Joaquin Division, succeeds Smith; 
A. G, Bays, assistant superintendent, Rio

Smith started in 1925 as signal helper 
at Stockton, rising through San Joaquin, 
Western Division engineering positions 
to appropriations clerk in the General 
Office; then to Portland Division as as- 
sistant trainmaster in 1942, division ex- 
> aminer, trainmaster, and assistant super- 
intendent in 1948, 

Bishop started as a B&B helper on 
Los Angeles Division in 1936, advancing 
to irainmaster in 1944, to Shasta Di- 
vision in 1948, and assistant superinten- 
dent, San Joaquin Division, 1951. 

Bays started with SP as yardman on 
Western Division, 1936. He was train- 
master, Rio Grande and San Joaquin 
Divisions, 1946-1950; NWP superinten- 
dent from 1951 until named asst. supt. 
Rio Grande Division last year. 

Gibson’s SP service began in 1936. 
Beginning in 1944 he was trainmaster at 
Sacramento, Roseville, then Medford.

We Will Get 185 New Diesel Units 
Costing $34 Millions 


RDERS for 185 new diesel locomo- 

tive units have been placed at a 
cost of about $34 million, First de- 
liveries will be made in November, with 
all the locomotive units scheduled to be 
in operation throughout the System by 
next May. 

Most of the new diesels will be as- 
signed to main line freight service, in- 
creasing the number of districts on the 
railroad where complete dieselization 
will be im -effect. Diesel Jocomotives 
currently are ‘handling 86:per cent ‘of 
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SP’s gross ton-miles of freight, 87 per 
cent of passenger train miles, and 81 
per cent of yard switching on the 
system. 

The new orders will increase our 
diesel fleet to a total of 1846 units rep- 
resenting an approximate cost of $290 
million, for a total of more than 2% 
million horsepower, Acquisition of the 
additional 185 units of diesel power will 
make it possible for the railroad to re- 
tire more than 170 steam locomotives 
of various types.

HAT can we do? When so many, 

many good recipes come in, it’s 
hard to say—“this is the best one.” 
Our answer this month is to award three 
cook books for three mighty good recipe 
contributions. Here are those three: 


JAM—NOT TRAFFIC! 


First, Jet’s get into a jam with canta- 
loupes, and pass along Alma Borklund’s 
recipe for cantaloupe jam. Alma is an 
IBM operator in Ogden. Since she did 
not send along a snapshot of herself, 
we'll just show a drawing of her jam! 


1S CANTALOUPE 
Alma says: Take the meat of 2 large 
or 3 small cantaloupes, cut into wedge- 
shaped pieces (scoop out with tea- 
spoon). Combine this with 1 No. 2% size 
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can of crushed pineapple, well drained. 
Add 2 oranges that have been ground, 
rind and all (seeds removed, of course) . 

Measure the fruit mixture, add the 
same amount of sugar. Cook—stirring 
often—until mixture thickens to jam-like 
consistency. Pour into sterile jars; seal. 


FROM UTAH TO OREGON 


Here's where we change trains (of 
thought, that is!) and go to Lebanon, 
Ore. The Claude Stockdales live there 
and Mrs. S. sends this real, real good 
deal 10 cook out of doors on the garden 
grill. Claude is section foreman at Tall- 
man, This is the recipe: 


BARBECUED STEW 


2 Ibs. ground steak or hamburger 
G carrots, diced 

2 turnips, diced 

4 small onions, diced 

4 medium potatoes, diced 

1 small head cabbage, cut fine 


Salt and pepper the meat and form 
into a long roll. Spread mixed vegetables 
on a big piece of well-oiled heavy alu- 
minum foil, salting and peppering gen- 
erously. Lay hamburger roll over vege- 
tables, then roll up in the foil. Double- 
fold and crimp edges securely so no 
juices can escape. Lay this on grill over 
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hot coals (or right in the hot ashes), 
and bake about an hour; turn often. 


Authors’ Note. In outdoor-cook rec- 
ipes, we cannot, of course, say just how 
many the recipe will serve. After all, 
who has measured an outdoor appetite? 
No, we have not actually made the stew 
just described, but we have made several 
much like it. And they worked very 
well—at least on our grill. 


ANOTHER OREGON WINNER 


Mrs, A, Arronson of Portland sends 
in her recipe for Chicken Huntington. 
It’s a good answer, she says, when you 
want to fix chicken for 12. And so— 
here is that recipe, together with a pic- 
ture of her and her dish! 


CHICKEN HUNTINGTON 
1 guod-sized fricassee chicken, 
cooked and cut fine 
tablespoon butter 
tablespoon flour 
cup scalded cream 
Ib. cheese, grated 
Pimiento, cut fine 
eups chicken broth 
to 6 cups cooked macaroni 
(2 to 3 cups before cooking) 


Make a sauce of the butter, flour and 
cream, then mix all together in a big 
casserole. Season just right. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350°) abour an hour, 
Serves 12 to 16.

SAFETY RULES—ALL WET

Swimming Pool Safety. Is one of 
your neighbérhood pools designed for 
shallow water and deeper. water? Then 
why not recommend doing as many pool 
owners are doing, and that is to run a 
tennis net (under the water) where the 
shallow runs into the deep? Small fry 
can then tell where to stop. 


Water for Bathing. Yes, you're 
right. A cold shower does feel good 
when the day is hot as hot, But have you 
tried lukewarm water instead? You'll

Water for Drinking. If some mem- 
ber of the family has a fussy digestive 
tract, look out for water upsets while on 
vacation, Even water that is pure can 
cause trouble.

Incidentally, when traveling in Mexico 
and other places where drinking water 
is a hazard, look out for ice as well as 
for contaminated water.

MONEY talks, and it often speaks 
the language of the heart, says 
J. A. Quinn, treasurer—Pacific Lines. 

Over the years, our Treasury Depart- 
ment has been receiving tioney’ from 
people who feel indebted to the Com- 
pany because of theft of company prop- 
erty, snitched rides, pocketed overchange 
money or, as in many instances, for rea- 
sons left unexplained. 

Some conscience cases are of long 
standing, Quinn has discovered. Not 
Tong age, for example, a man delivered 
an envelope containing $250 as restitu- 
tion for some tools taken from the Com- 
pany in 1896! 

A more typical conscience donation 
came from “A, Patron” who sent pay- 
ment for a train ride he took beyond the 
point called for by his ticket. His en- 
velope contained one dollar. 

Another conscience sufferer paid not 
only the fare for a ride he snitched but 
the freight charges on the bicycle he 
also sneaked aboard. 

Realizing that these people are clear- 
ing their minds in good faith, the policy 


of the Treasury Department is to com- 
mend the contributor for his motives 
and free his conscience of obligation to 
Southern Pacific, 

Meanwhile, according to the depart- 
ment’s statistics, conscience fund donors 
in the past four years have unburdened 
themselves of $686.73. 

That represents a load off a lot of 
minds,

Do in Half an Hour 
HIRTY minutes is a brief period. 
But it can encompass an enormous 


amount of activity in transportation. 
Consider what the railroads do in 


_ thirty minutes. é 


In the next half-hour—and in any 
other average half-hour of any day— 
some 600 freight and passenger trains 
will start on their runs somewhere in 
the United States, and another 600 will 
pull into terminals, their runs completed. 

The transportation output of freight 
trains in this 30-minute period will be 
the equivalent of hauling a ton of freight 
more than 34,500,000 miles. 

When quantities moved and distances 
involved are measured, it is found that 
the railroads are responsible for more 
commercial intercity freight hauling 
than all other forms of transport rolled 
into one. 

In the same half hour, passenger trains 
will produce transportation equivalent to 
carrying 1,807,000 persons one mile, and 
they will handle more than 85 per cent 
of all non-local United States mail. 

Tt costs a lot of money to run any- 
thing as big, complex and extensive as 
our railroads. 

During these brief thirty minutes the 
railroads will pour into the bloodstream 
of the nation’s economy more than $304,- 
000 in wages to their employes and 
$110,000 in purchases of fuel, materials 
and supplies. 

And the treasuries of the national, state 
and local governments will be fattened 
by more than $67,600 in railroad taxes. 
The foregoing refers to Class I railroads 
only. 

And, remember, that happens in just 
half an hour—and it happens each and 
every half hour—or 48 times every day. 

These facts illustrate the tremendous 
importance of our railroads,
